3.  Bids:  All  bids  are  binding;  pu  ma^  not  cancel  four  bid  bf  scratching  it  out.  The  opening  bid  must  be  equal  to,  or 
exceed  the  minimum  starting  bid.  All  bids  need  to  be  in  the  increments  stated  on  the  individual  bid  sheets, 
failure  to  make  bids  in  this  way  will  result  in  disqualification  of  that  particular  bid.  In  the  case  of  disqualification, 
the  preceding  bidder  will  be  honored. 

4.  Closing:  The  Silent  Auction  will  close  at  8:15  p.m.  If  you  have  successfully  bid  on  an  item,  you  will  be  given  one 
cop^  of  tne  bid  sheet  to  take  to  the  cashier.  After  paying  for  the  item,  you  must  take  your  receipt  to  the  table 
to  exchange  it  for  your  item.  Payment  may  be  made  by  Mastercard,  Visa,  American  Express,  Interac,  cash  or  cheque 
payable:  Selwyn  House  Association.  All  items  must  be  taken  with  you  that  evening  after  payment  is  made. 

5.  Please  note:  The  Auction  Committee  has  attempted  to  best  describe  each  item  on  the  display  boards. 
Some  items  are  not  transferable  or  may  have  restrictions. 

6.  Some  items  in  the  silent  auction  have  a  listed  official  value  verified  by  invoice  or  a  third  party.  If  the  winning  bid 
exceeds  the  listed  official  value,  a  tax  receipt  for  the  difference  between  the  final  bid  and  the  listed  official  value 
will  be  issued  to  the  person  paying  for  the  item.  If  the  value  of  an  item  is  "priceless"  no  tax  receipt  will  be  issued.
